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Trade  Surplus  Surges  -  December's 
agricultural  trade  surplus  approached 
$2  billion,  its  highest  level  in  48 
months.  Farm  product  exports  con¬ 
tinued  to  expand  seasonally,  while 
imports  declined.  Calendar  year 
1 988 ’s  trade  surplus  exceeded  $1 6 
billion,  almost  double  1987’s  $8.3 
billion,  and  the  largest  since  1984. 

Exports  -  Agricultural  exports  totaled 
$3.6  billion  during  December,  up  8 
percent  from  the  previous  month,  with 
gains  in  com,  wheat,  barley,  sorghum, 
soybeans,  soybean  meal,  cotton,  and 
rice.  Slight  declines  occurred  for  meat, 
hides,  and  vegetable  oils.  Calendar 
year  1988’s  farm  product  export  value 
surged  29  percent  above  the  previous 
year  to  $37  billion,  as  export  volume 
and  prices  increased  for  most 
commodities.  Grains  and  feeds  rose 
the  fastest,  posting  a  $4.5  billion  gain. 
Soybeans,  soybean  meal,  vegetable 
oils,  livestock  products,  cotton,  and 
tobacco  values  were  also  higher. 

Soybean  exports  climbed  more  than 
200,000  tons  to  nearly  1 .9  million  tons 
in  December,  with  increased  ship¬ 
ments  to  the  EC,  Mexico,  and  the 
USSR.  During  1988,  soybean  export 
volume  plunged  16  percent  because 
drought  reduced  the  U.S.  crop,  but 
higher  prices  raised  total  value  1 1 
percent  to  $4.9  billion. 


Corn  exports  gained  another  $50 
million  during  December.  Larger 
shipments  to  Korea,  Mexico,  Spain, 
Canada,  Bulgaria,  East  Germany,  and 
Algeria  boosted  total  volume  to  nearly 
4.5  million  tons.  For  1988,  volume 
grew  14  percent  and  value  by  58 
percent. 

Wheat  export  volume  rose  to  2.7 
million  tons  in  December  due  to  larger

shipments  to  China,  Algeria,  and 
Pakistan.  Wheat  prices  continued  to 
strengthen  in  world  markets,  raising 
average  U.S.  export  unit  values  to 
$1 57  per  ton  from  November’s  $1 55. 

Cotton  export  volume  in  December 
rose  68  percent  over  the  previous 
month  to  more  than  145,000  tons,  with 
larger  shipments  to  Japan,  Korea, 
China,  and  Iraq. 

Imports  -  Total  agricultural  imports  in 
December  fell  4  percent  from 
November’s  value  to  less  than  $1 .7 
billion.  Coffee  declined  1 1  percent  to 
$171  million.  Reductions  also 
occurred  in  hogs,  beef,  grain  products, 
wine,  beer,  and  tobacco.  During 
calendar  year  1988,  agricultural 
imports  gained  marginally  to  just 
under  $21  billion,  with  gains  in 
competitive  products  slightly 
outweighing  declines  for  most  tropical 
products.
